An FBI report revealed that sex criminals are running ; 
rampant but that outraged citizens are doing nothing to correct | 
the situation. 

The report showed that the rate of sex crimes during the 
first half of 1949 ran slightly ahead of the same period for 
1947 — when the all-time high was reached. It said a steady 
increase in sex offenses began several years ago and, after 
slackening slightly in 1948, is on the rise again, 

According to the FBI, 3.725 rapes were committed in 
cities and 1,881] in rural areas from January through June of 
this year. The average of 6.88 rapes per 100,000 population in 
the cities is higher than that set in 1947. 

The agency, whose director,.J. Edgar Hoover, long has 
pleaded for stricter laws to control and treat sex offenders,
